A group of conditions called psychoneuroses 
represents many of the failures of the average 
person in his attempt to make a satisfactory 
adjustment between the needs and demands 
of his personality and those of his environ- 
ment, or what is referred to as life itself. These 
failures in life adaptation are divided into four 
large groups: (1) psychoneurosis, (2) crim- 
inality or delinquency, (3) psychosis, and (4) 
the neurotic or psychopathic personality, in 
common parlance sometimes called the misfits 
of society. 

It would be impossible to thoroughly treat 
all the subdivisions of these groups. However, 
some of the more common mental disabilities 
which parade up and down almost any Main 
Street will be mentioned. 

As a human being goes through life and 
meets circumstances that cause him to be 
afraid or to feel frustrated or angry, an emo- 
tion is generated called arlxiety. Everyone has 
experienced palpitation of the heart, excessive 
sweating, digestive disturbances, and possibly 
urinary disturbances. Instead of experiencing 
anxiety in any great quantity at any one time, 
psychoneurotic people may react through the 


phenomenon of regression. When a human has 
to face something he doesn’t particularly like, 
he tends to regress or go back to a way of be- 
havior he has known before. There are fre- 
quent occasions when the adult being wants to 
return to childhood and does so as in games, 
play and love-making. And these outlets are

rotics. And, before conclusions are drawn from 
a well of confusion, a person can have real 
anxiety which comes about as a result of a 
definite threatened danger, or he may have 
neurotic anxiety brought about by instinctive 
demands that threaten as a danger from within 
himself. The latter is a cow of a very deep 
purple color, much pinker than the proverbial 
elephant on the ceiling of an inebriate’s bed- 
room. 

Another group of psychoneurotic people are 
the neurasthenics, a vague, not well-defined 
entity, and still an important cluster in terms 
of numbers. Symptoms that make up the core 
of neurasthenia are fatigue, gastrointestinal 
annoyance and a marked reduction in the joy 
of living department. Lack of enthusiasm and 
ambition, and a generally wrinkled spirit are 
the unmistakable signs. Depression is present 
but is by no means the sole or guiding factor. 
Neurasthenics are a great problem to them- 
selves as well as to those in their intimate 
vicinity, due to this lack of interest in living. 
They are usually called hypochondriacs. A 
typical case is the person who canvasses the 
general medical profession, hears everything 
from non-functioning lymphatic glands to 
chronic appendicitis, visits surgeon who diag- 
noses perfect health, persists until he discovers 
a scalpel willing to explore his big colon. Six 
weeks after the needless operation fatigue and 
a host of startling symptoms recur — such as 
mild diarrhea, a dramatic word. In any event 
the neurasthenic is an obscure, extremely 
baffling character. Not being understood, by 
friend or doctor, he has been scolded and has 
frequently been shunted to the all-embracing, 
all-understanding, unscrupulous arms of the 
quack. 

People with a compulsion neurosis, not 
normal but crippling, as a rule were thwarted

in childhood by a parental tendency to make 
them afraid of their instinctual impulses. These 
natural impulses, when adulthood is reached, 
are consequently buried beneath a mountain 
of seething repressions which almost certainly 
will boil up to scorch the floor of “indestructi- 
ble” faith in one’s self. In other words, one can- 
not cure obesity by not eating. On the contrary 
one must learn to understand the meaning of 
symptoms, come to terms with the distortions, 
and then solve them. Drinking water out of a 
sterilized glass will not compensate for a wild 
teenage existence. 

A book could be written — thousands of 


books have been written on this subject. Para- 
noia, schizophrenia, many psychotic (totally 
crippling) extensions of neurotic phenomena 
have been left untouched. Fact remains that 
probably the nex^ person you meet is a pretty 
sick chick, but under control. He lives, say 
50% free of neurotic limitation. Nervous symp- 
toms are common, and still the average “Joe” 
doesn’t like the idea of being regarded as weak 
or nervous. He feels it is shameful, that it is 
much more respectable for his body to have 
a real disease and to take real medicine. So 
many times, suffering in body is merely an 
end result of suffering in mind.

If you’ve ever been to one of the 
big race tracks in the East you’ve 
probably taken a chance, at least 
once, on one of the many tip 
sheets that are peddled by brass- 
tongued gents right outside the 
track, or sold more decorously on 
the track newsstands. You’ve 
also probably thought, while you 
were laying out your half-a-buck 
for the sheet (they all cost the 
same), “if these guys could really 
pick the winners they wouldn’t 
have to be hawking these cards. 

They’d be lolling on the sands 
some place, or on a terrace over- 
looking a private swimming 
pool.” Such is the gullibility of the 
average trackgoer, however, so 
desperate is he to figure out some 
way to pick the winners that he 
finds it hard to resist the con- 
fident sales talks of'the peddlers. 

What you are not likely to figure, 
though, is that the owners of 
these sheets make pretty hand- 
some dough. One of them — 

Jack’s Little Green Card — is ac- 
tually big business. Jack’s is the 
oldest tip sheet in the country. It 
was started way back in 1893 by 
a fellow named Charles (Jack) 

Bussey, who’s still around though 

the business is now under the active direction of his two sons, Raymond 
and Robert. Jack’s tips have been issued every racing day for over 
60 years. Starting in a small way, at one track, Jack gradually expanded 
until today his Little Green Card is sold at every major track in 
Maryland, New Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, West Virginia, 
Florida, Massachusetts, Delaware, and Rhode Island. When a tip sheet 
grows to this size it has to be pretty consistent in giving winners. And 
Jack has tipped plenty of them. Hold it, though. Don’t quit your job 
yet. You’d lose money following Jack’s selections. They’re good, better 
than your own, probably, but Jack, by the nature of his business, has 
to pick ’em for every race. And nobody can do that. In spite of a large 
organization with expert horsemen covering every track and wiring 
him information, Jack has plenty of losers. Here’s the way Jack’s outfit 
works. In New York, his representative is Ken Ward. Ken has been 
with Jack 20 years, has been around race tracks all his life. He has 
friends among owners, trainers and jockeys. During the season, Ken’s 
day begins at 6 in the morning when he watches the horses take their 
workouts. Later he’ll drop in at the track kitchen for breakfast and a 
chat with the stable help. By 9 he’s called headquarters in Baltimore, 
checked his information with any they may have received from other 
sources and a few minutes later he is setting Jack’s selections in type 
on a printing press installed in a special truck that is parked just outside 
the track. From 1,000 to 1,500 cards are run off. Distribution and sale 
of the cards is handled by a division of American News Company. You 
can figure for yourself the kind of money Jack makes. Of the 50 cents 
each card sells for, he gets 25 cents. His take is $250 per day on the 
sale of 1,000 cards in New York alone. Below are the results of a $2 
across the board bet on one day’s choices. Note that you invest $48 — 
get back $49.50.

Mrs. Dorothy Funk of Burbank, California 
says she was inspired by her own severely 
bowed legs to develop a system of beautifying 
unsightly gams. Held in place and hidden 
under special flesh-tinted rubber and nylon 
stockings, topped by regular nylons, leg falsies 
may draw as many cracks from humorists as 
the other kind have.

J.L.L. writes: 

How does one go about legally changing his name? About how much 
should it cost? 

In most states it is necessary to get permission from a judge. You 
will almost certainly need the aid of a lawyer. If you don't know 
any lawyers consult the nearest legal aid society or the local 
lawyers' association. Before you do that, however, you should 
write to the department of your state where births are regis- 
tered and ask them what the procedure is. It may be that in 
your state you won't need a lawyer.

They are alone in Con- 
nie’s apartment Connie is the kind of dame 
you dream about and ordinarily you’d figure 
it would take about a million bucks to get to 
first base with her. You’d be wrong. Watch 
Mike Hammer at work. He’s too sleepy to 
make a pass at the girl He’d rather have cup 
of coffee and a couple of fried eggs. He tells 
her so, rudely. This excites her. Mike closes 
his eys and yawns. Connie calls him a dirty 
name. Mike lets her have a thumping wallop 
across her backside. Connie sighs dreamily and 





mixes a batch of cocktails. Mike closes his 
eyes and yawns. Connie smacks him across the 
kisser making his lip bleed. Mike opens his 
eyes and leans forward. “I reached up” he says 
“and smacked her across the mouth as hard as 
I could. Her head rocked, but she still stood 
there, and now her eyes were more vicious 
than ever.”

Hundreds of successful pictures have 
been based on little more than a magnificent 
hunk of man cuffing a woman about or other- 
wise humiliating her. In the Twenties and early 
Thirties, Jimmy Cagney rose to stardom on

One of the great- 
est movie scenes of all time was the one in 
which Cagney jammed a half grapefruit into 
the face of a pretty girl who had displeased 
him. The Cagney of today is Marlon Brando, 
a primitive physical type who overnight be- 
came the heartthrob of American women for 
his brutal treatment of Vivien Leigh in “Street- 
car Named Desire.”

THE AMES CASE 


Anthony Laurey was in a happy and contented state of mind. It was 
early in the evening and he sat in his home in Syracuse, New York, 
reading his after-dinner newspaper. His young son, Peter, was playing 
upstairs and the little boy came running down the stairs. “Daddy,” he 
cried, “the snowman is bleeding.” Laurey was puzzled at his son’s re- 
marks, as there was no snowman in the house, but he got up, and went 
with Peter. In a bedroom Peter pointed to the ceiling where there was 
a large stain, white around the edges and red in the center. Laurey hur- 
ried up to the attic to see what caused the stain. He found it quickly 
and it left him weak and jittery, just as it would leave any of us. Lying 
across the raftfers was a burlap sack and in this was the decomposed 
body of a woman. The blood from the body had seeped through the 
plaster of the ceiling. Nothing about the discovery made any sense to 


Laurey. He went downstairs and called the police. Two months before, 
Mrs. Florence Ames, a close neighbor living on Stedman Street, had 
disappeared from her home. The circumstances surrounding her dis- 
appearance were singularly mysterious. She was divorced from her 
husband and had worked to educate her son and daughter, who were 
now in their early twenties and working. December 14, her daughter 
had returned home at seven o’clock and found her mother gone. The 
iron was connected and her rubbers were near the door, an important 
fact because it was snowing hard. No trace of Mrs. Ames was found 
until that evening when Laurey saw the snowman on the ceiling of the 
bedroom.

6. Patrick J. Hanlom, fingerprint expert, went over the clothes of the 
dead woman without finding any prints or any clues. The neighbors 
were questioned, but none was able to give any information of value. 
The daughter of the murdered woman told about arriving home that 
evening in December and finding her mother gone and the iron hot.
